March  4th. — Abraham  Lincoln  and  Hannibal  Hamlin  elected  Presi- 
dent and  Vice  President  of  the  Uuited  States.  This  result  of  the  Pre- 
sidential election  was  viewed  by  the  people  of  the  South,  as  an  assur- 
ance that  their  political  rights  in  the  Union  were  no  longer  to  be  res- 
pected ;  and  they,,  therefore  resolved  to  assert  their  independence,  as 
our  forefathers  did  in  the  Revolution  of  1716,  and  set  up  a  Government, 
for  themselves.  They  determiued  first,  however,  to  try  and  settle  aH 
difficulties,  by  an  effort  either  to  obtain  some  guarantees  from  the  Nortb 
that  their  rights  would  be  respected,  or  to  separate  peaceably,  if  passi- 
ble. For  this  purpose,  offers  of  compromise  ware  made  by  Southsrm 
members  of  Congress,  and. a  Peace  Convention  assembled  in  "Washing- 
ton city;  and  Commissioners  were,  also,  sent. to  Washington  city  from 
South  Carolina;  but  all  to  no  purpose.  Hence  the  States  now  com- 
posing the  Southern  Confederacy  seceded  by  the  adoption  of  ordinances 
of  eecession,  which  were  adopted  in  State  Conventions  in  the  order  in- 
which  they  are  here  presented  :
